r:iong the Apoftles, and in them, whieh was the Wiſe 
dome of Chriſt have you Kings, Princes, Rulers, Teach- 
ers and People, High and Low, been out of in the Ge» 
neral, and it is inthe Life and Power of God, in which 
Go1is ſerved in. And now you Chriſtians that have 
t!:,3 Nameas after Chriſt, but are found in the old life 
one with another, and in it one againſt anocher ; and 
this isin the Apoftacy & Degeneration from ctheLife and 
Power that the Apoſtles was in, in the Primitive cimes 3 
and cherefore are you (called Chriſtians) broken into 


fo many (ſc&s, and heaps, and ſo many heads, and. 


names, each one haring another; and chis 1s the cauſe, 
the being ont of the Power and Life of Chrift, and his 
Wiſdome, which the Apoſtles was in, which is Gentle, 
Pure, Peace;ble, Now you Kings, Princes, Rulers, 
Teachers and People called Chriſtians, arenot peace- 
able one with another, and ſoarenot in the Wildome 
that is from above, and you are nor G-ntle, neicher are 
you eaſie ts beiatreated, and therefore are in the wifdom 

elow,below ([fay) chat which is from above;So there- 
fore Read yo.r (elves and your Condition, for the 
wiſdome that is pure from above is G-ntle aud eafie tobe 
entreated; N w if all Kings, Pcinces, Rulers, Teachers, 
People, High and Low, were in this State, then there 
would be no falling our, they would b2ar che badge of 
their Milter Chriſt, and chac which the Apoſtles were 
in, and chere would beno rife in the whole Family of 


Chrittendom, for {trife is'0ut of che peaceable ſtare and 
'Gentlez Therefore Read yourſelves, your ſtate, and* 


your witdome, andthe Apoſtles wiſdom that they were 
1n, and what a degeneration and Apoſtacy there ts, and 
harh been from chat. 7 .6.81SD6 
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2, Chriſt ſaith, love your Enemes, and again heſaich, 
love -one another, and chat is the mark whereby you are 
known to be his Diſciples 3 Now let all Chriſtendome 
look upon themſelves and among themſelves, and ſee 
how they bave loved one another,and doloveone ano» 
ther, and how they have ſhzwed the mark of D:(ciples ; 
Now ifchey had loved one another, they had nort hurc 
nor hated, nor gone to war one againſt another, the 
groundof which hath come from their luſts, who have 
profeft the Name of ſeſus, but trampled his Command 
under their feer, which Command is tolove one ano- 
ther; andfo hatred, luſts,war, contentions and ftrife is 
uppermoſtz. ſo now by this. you may ſee there hath 
been a Degeneration and Apoitacy from-the Command 
of Chriſt, in Life and Pcaftice, and ſo in this his Name 
hath been diſkonoured; Now to love one anocher is 
not to war oue with another, and tolove Enemies, that 
is his Command, and fo not co war with them, nor 
rive, nor fight ; Therefore now mind and. remember 
you that have profeſſed the Nime of Jelus, how out of 
chis Life and Command of Chrift you are found, and 
in the Degeneration and Apoſtacy from it, and ſo ſe- 
parated from the Apoſtles which was init, and that 
15 the cauſe chat you are in heaps among your ſelves, 
and have ſo many enemitrs abroad, for love makes 
Friends, and overcomes both among your ſelves, and 
abroad. 

3. If you wasin the worſhip of God 74 the Spirit and 
in the Truth, that is that which che Devils ouc of, then 
would you be all in uniry,for unity is in theTrutb, wch 
is before enmircy was; Now from this worlh'p in Spiric 
and Truch, which Chriſt fecup among the Apoltles, 
hath there been-a degeneration in Chriftt:ndom and A- 
poltacy, for if they had been all in ic, that is to ſay, in 
the Spirit, and inthe Truth it is in, and had been in 
that which the Devil is out of, who is the Au: hor of en- 
mity, and this 1s the one ftanding worlhip, which is a- 
bove.the D-vils worſhip and the worſhip of Ang:ls, an 1 
the will woc{bip, and in the ſpiric is che fellowſhip with 
God and wich one another, and with all Scriptures to 

_ what ate they were ſpoken. _ 
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4. Tf you had all beettin BA Goſpel fellw/t ip, that is ts 
ſay, that which is called Chriftendome, which Goſpel is 
the Power of God, which power of God was before rhe pow- 
erof darkneſs was, in which power of God is the everlofi= 
ing fetlowſhip, whiigh is the Churchefellowſhip which was 
among the A ww hich ger. hath been a dege- 
'neration and a Br J; 
which goeth over the power of dajkneſc,which hath 'darks 
ned hfe and immortality from them, and m this power 
of God the Goſpel is the Myſtery of che fellowſhip, which 
3s above all other fellowſhips in the VVorld, winch muſt 
have an end; bur thefellowſhip in the power of God, the 
Goſpel, before the power of darkneſs and the world wat, 
and its fellow ſhips ſhall never have an end. And men 
being gone out of the power of God, and Dcgemnerated 
and Apoſtatized from that, isthe-couſe that they have 
gone into ſo many fellowſhips and nor inco unity, but 
cne againſt another, for the unity and fellowſhip 18 in 
the Goſpel, the power of God, (which 1s as (aid before,) 
before enmity was,and in which no enmity can come and 
this is the ſtanding everlaſting fellowſhip of the Chureh of 
God. | 
5. The ſtate of Chrittendome being-gane.intoſo many 
heads, and (o many Baptiſms, is that they are out of the 
ower and {pirir, light and life of Jeſu”, which the Apo- 
les was in, and from that Degenerated and Apoftarized, 
and from Chrift the one head and one way, gone into ſo 
many, and ſo in general being ecred from the ſpirit and 
power of God in themſelves, which ſpirit ſhould baptize 
Into the one body, and ſo bringtoe the one head Chrift, 
and to plunge down all the corruptions which come 
though the enmity in man or woman, by whici is the 
cauſe of fo many bodies and ſo many heads, and fo many 
baprtiſms, and ſo many waies, which the many heads cry 
every one for his way and Baptilme,/s bere, lo there, which 

ſets up ſo many broken Cefterr.s, that hold not che Livin 
Water, bur the one Baptiſme with che one ſpirit; which 

lunges down the corruption which 'is' gotten up b 
- © Tranſgrefſion,and the fall from Gods Image and Holineſs, 
G hringeyn into the one body andto the one head Chriſt, 
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.the head ofthe boly, and fo all to drink into the one ſpi- 
rir, whererhe V Vater of Life is felt, 

6. The ſtace of Chriſtendome ja the general being run 
incoſo many Churches, (fo called ) and every Church, miſ- 
calling one another, and Watring and Sriving and Fight» 
ing one with another, and Hating, and Killing, & Slaying 
one another, and Perſecuring and Impriſoning, this 1s 
the ſtate thatis Apoſtatized and Degenerated from the A» 
poltles in the Pcimicive time, and from Chriſts Do&cine, 
who ſaid, Let the Tares and Wheat grow togetber,and ſo doth 
not fight againft che World, for the Church is made up of 
the Wheat, but the ſtate of all Chriftendom being on 
heaps, Church againſt Church, and ſo many inc (tciving 
one with another, is becauſe they be not in the life of 
Chriſt Jeſus, and in his power, and wiſdome, and his com- 
mandment which is Love, which commandment he gave 
forth, who ſaid, This is the Commandment I give unto you, that 
you love one another, fo if Chriſtians feet were fowle and un- 

clean to the fight of one another, they ſhould waſh chem, 
not Impriſon them or Kill chem, but Chriſt ſaid, He came 
not to deſtroy mens lives, but to ſave them, When his Diſciples 
would have had fire come down from Heaven to conſume 
them that was contrary minded to them, (as the Prophet 
had done) (uch Spirits Chriſt rebuked, and told them 
they knew not of what ſpirit they were of; Now what 
ſpirit hath Chriſtendom been of, that hath killed and per- 
fermted one another about Religion, Church and Wor- 
ſhip, hath he known of what (pirit he hath been of? and 
this hath manifeſted ic co be che birth born of the Fleſh, 
and not to be the birth born of the Spiric, Apoſtatized, 
. and fo loſt the fruit of the ſpirit, which isof love, gentle= 
neſſe and peaceableneſs, &c. But the Church is i## Ged, 
Theſ. 1. 1. Now Adam and Eve being put out of the Gare 
den of the Paradice of God, becaule of Tranſgreſſion, and 
ſo the Sons of A1aw, and Daughters of 4dem in the Fall, 
out of Gods Image, Righteouſneſs and Holinefſe, which 
their Father 44am and their MotherEve was in before they 
fell ; now in this ſtate inthe fall is many Churchs,but

eo Gods Image, which in the fall is loſt, and up into his 
Righteouſnefle by( hriſt Jeſus whois the way to God,and 
the head of the Church that is in God, ſo muſt all ihe 
Sons aud Daughters of A/am ſcattered up and down the 
faceof the Earth, of what ſet or worſhip they are in, in 
the fall, in the ſtate that their Father Adam and Eve was 
in in the fall, they mult be brought off co know the ftate 
that they was in before they fell, if they come to the 
Church that is in God the Father of Chriſt, who is the 
head of it, and there is more in this, &c, 

7. Andthe ſtate why all Chriſtendom is on heapes 2« 
bour the Scriptures, and the Interpretation thereof, the 
Teachers and People, and likewiſe about maintenance of 
their Miniſters, and are gone intoſo much 1Idolatry, and 
Inventions and Traditions of their own, and compelling 
people thereunto, as Meats, Drinks, Dayes, Images and 
Outward things, is,that they are Apoſtatized and degene= 
rated from the life the Apoſtles was in, and the Spirit in 
the Primitive times, and fo not being in the life of the 


/ Prophets, and che Spirit of Chriſt in the Apoſtles, which 


Auld open cothem every particular of the Scriptures, 
from which ſpirit of God chey were given forth, and of 
God:they was learned, the Scriptures of Truth cannot 
be broken, bur muſt be fulfilled ; ſo men and people, high 
and low, Teachers being notin the ſpirit 8s the Prophets, 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles were in, which lead them to (peak 
forth Scriptures, in which ſpirit the Prophets, Chrift and 
the Apoſtles had unity and agreed, and Chriſtendome in 
the general being not in this &pirit,they are all on heapes 
abouÞ* Scriptures, and the private interpretation thereof, 
and therefore they (er forth ſuch great books one againſt 
another; Now if that they were in the ſpirit, or had been, 
which gave forth the Scriprures,it would have been their 
bond of peace,and in it they would have had all fellow- 
ſhip and unity. with God of whom they had learned, and 
with Scriptures,and one with ancther, for in tbe ſpiric 
thargave them forth is the ſtanding fellowſhip,and with ic 
the Seriptures are all ſeen, opened, and interpreted, and 
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gave forth Scaiprures,they have faid that the togues was 


the original, che beginning of which was Pabel, and theſe 


tongues made them divide which have degenerated 


from the Apoſtles, who ſaid , The To:rgnes ſhould ceaſe;* 


and Fikn in che Revelations faid chey mnft be 
redeemed from Tongues, and Pilate (et che Tongues a top of 
Chrift, when he crucified him; and fo this is cryed up 
which men muſt be Redeemed from and muſt ceaſe, the 
beginning of which is Babel, and whic sſet a top of 
Clr ft, thisis cryed up among ſuch ht be Apoſtatized 
from the Apoſtles,ro be the Original and To make Divines, 
that be our of theſpirit, Life and Power that the Pro- 
phers, Chriſt and the Apoltles was in for the Life, (piric 
and Poxer thattheProphets,Chriſt & the Apoſtles was in, 
wch brings people to know the ſcriptures, given forth by 
the fame ſpirit, and God of whom they were learned, 
and to ſee the cealing of Tongues, and co ſee the begin- 
ning of Tongues at Babe/, and to (ee the beginning be- 
fore the fall, this is the ſpirit power and Word of God 
which made Divines, and makes Divines, and in which 
the Originals known, and this gives to fee how Chris 


ſtendom hath Apoſtatized from the Apoftles Do&rine, life - 


andpraQiſe, which if people come out of, thgy muſt co 
tothe Lighr, and feel and ſee the Life of Jeſus, and his 
power and ſpirit in their own particulars, with which 


they may ſee the Light, Life and power the Apoftles were 


in before the Apoſtacy, in which is the Unity, | 
There is one Faith which Juſtifieth and purifieth the 
hearr,which is chegifc of God, which giveth vi&ory over 
all that which hath ſeparaged man from God, by which 
faith wen hath again acceſ# to God, and in which faith he 
pleaſes God,and in this faith is che unity of che Church, 
and ſaints which is in God, and chis:is the traeChurch 
F-ich, which hath been Apoltatized and deFrnerated from, 
lince the Apoſtles dayes by the generality of Chriſtendom, 
J ſay from chis faith that works by love, which was a= 
mong the Apoſtles, but the Apgltates and denerated 'ones 
are inthe hatied,and in che 
arc nct, their huits declar&;
